The prior art of record do not teach or suggest, in the claimed combination thereof, af\ 
inverter transformer which is provided in an inverter circuit to invert DC into AC, and which 
transforms a voltage inputted at a primary side and outputs the transformed voltage at a 
secondary side, the inverter transformer comprising a plurality of winding units, each 
comprising: a bar-shaped magnetic core; and a primary winding and a secondary winding 
which are wound around the bar-shaped magnetic core, and which have respective leakage 
inductances, wherein the primary windings are wound around respective magnetic cores in such 
a manner that a magnetic flux generated in one magnetic core by a current flowing through a 
primary winding provided around the one magnetic core is directed opposite to a magnetic flux 
generated in another magnetic core adjacent to the one magnetic core by a current flowing 
through a primary winding provided around the adjacent magnetic core.
